Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The term 
"Related Art" in paragraph 0002 and in the Brief Description of the Drawings is objected 
to as inadequate and should be changed to "Prior Art." It is not clear if "related" would 
contemplate known embodiments or other embodiments of the claimed invention, but it 
appears that the rims described on pages 1-5 in reference to figures 1 and 2 are prior 
art rims and the specification should be amended accordingly. 

The term "normal rim" in paragraph 0003 should be changed to - -conventional- - 
because the limits of the term "normal" are not known, and because there are hundreds 
of known styles of wheels and each of them could be considered to be "normal." 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Phrases 
such as "trough 37 outer side-wall 39" found in paragraph 0015 are confusing. The "37" 
should be deleted to conform to current office practice. Note also the phrase "valve 310 
stem 312" in the same paragraph. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-14 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Priority 

6. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on April 4, 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b).
